W ashington. Nov. 10.—A movement 
is to be started in congress ibis w^ili­ 
ter to focus 
the 
attention of the 
country up on 
trade 
conditions 
in 
American cities. 
Local trusts, it is charged, force up 
the cost of living by forcing up the 
cost of a multitude of tlie necessary 
things of life. These local trusts, it 
is now contended, 
m ust have gov­ 
ernm ent sup ervision as well ss "he 
big trusts. 
Jam es J. Hill, 
traveling 
through 
the east, exp ounding 
the 
doctrine 
that general 
extravagance 
and the 
high cost of living indicate the ap ­ 
p roach of national decay , has attract­ 
ed attention to this subject. 
W ashington being the onlv city of 
size under direct congressional con­ 
trol, will be made to serve as an ex­ 
amp le for the 
rest 
of the country . 
Comp etition is throttled her« . Prices 
of every food article have risen gi’adu- 
ally , doubled, trebled in ten y ears. A 
recent inq uiry showed it .to he true 
that hundreds of school children here 
are underfed—suffering from starva­ 
tion. 
The “p rogressives” in congress wit] 
unite In demanding; 
F irst—That the 
district 
attorney 
here p roceed aaginst the local trusts. 
Second—That the p rop er bureau of 
the government, either the bureau of 
corp orations or the bureau of 
labo r, 
p rep are a full rep ort up on the exist­ 
ence and effect of such local trusts 
in 
the 
other 
p rincip al 
American 
cities. 


Congress also will be ask od to de­ 
mand that the dep artm ent of justice 
determ ine whether 
action 
can be 
brought against 
these 
local 
trusts 
under the anti-tnist law. Commodity 
p rices have gone up 56 p er cent in 
American cities in the p ast thirteen 
y ears, wiiile w’ages have advanced at 
not more than half that rate. 
The 
action of congress 
is 
exp ected 
to 
stop this p rop ortionate advance be­ 
fore the break ing p oint is reached. 
It is common k nowledge that *n 
W ashington not a single article of 
domestic 
consump tion 
is outside of 
control of a little trust which holds 
p rices at a high level at 
all times. 
There are combines of grocers, com­ 
mission men, 
bak ers, 
coal dealers, 
milk men, etc.. and, although W ash­ 
ington Is a comp aratively small cit.v, 
surrounded by a p roductive country , 
these little trusts have held the p rices 
of commodities here up to the New 
York level, or higher, for y ears. 
Some 
of 
these 
combines 
have 
grown so ixold as to hold meetings, 
fixing p rices and then announce the 
same in the ewsp ap ers as the action 
of Their “association.” A few day s 
agcf the milk men held such a m eet 
lug 
and 
^hen 
gave 
p ublic 
notice 
through <^he p ap ers that 
milk would 
hereafter be 9 cents a q uart. 
Many p ersons 
receiving 
comfort­ 
able incomes are p ut to It to meet 
their exnenses, w’hile it is officially 
stated 
that 
thousands 
within 
tbe 
shadow' of the national cap ital, and 
with a 
trust-busting 
administration 
look ing on, 
are 
unable to p rovide 
themselves with the 
necessaries of 
life. 
At a p ublic m eeting Monday even­ 
ing the subject 
of 
the 
insufficient 
nourishment 
of 
children 
sent 
to 
school 
without 
break fast 
was 
brought up , and Dr. A. T. Stuart, su­ 
p erintendent of the W ashington p ub­ 
lic schools, said that by investigation 
of the school authorities it had been 
learned that at least 
10,000 p up ils of 
the graded schools 
of 
this city go 
wihoiit their 
break fast 
and lunches 
because their families are unable to 
p rovide the same.
